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BOARD MEMBERS 
NAMES ERASED ON 


SCHOOLJOBFORMS' 


Efforts Made to Conceal 
Fact They Referred 
Applicants to Supply 
Department. 


MRS. FRIEDE NAMED 
TWICE ON BLANKS 


After Passage of Anti- 
patronage Resolution 
—Wurdack Says Rule 
Is Violated. 


Efforts to conceal the fact that 
members of the Board of Educa- 
tion referred applicants for jobs 
to the Supply Department were 
made by attempting to obliterate 
the members’ names from employ- 
ment application blanks, inquiry 
by the Post-Dispatch disclosed to- 


day. 
In spite of these efforts, close 


scrutiny of the sometimes unsuc- 
cessful attempts at erasures 
showed that Mrs. Irma H. Friede, 
School Board member who has 
been a leader in the movement for 
closed committee meetings, re- 
ferred two persons to the depart- 
ment after the effective date of 
the board’s antipatronage resolu- 
tion. 

The disclosure ténded to sub- 
stantiate a statement by Bernard 
P. Concannon, who, with John A. 
O’Brien, was fired recently by 
Supply Commissioner A. K. Nush- 
an, that jobs in the school lunch- 
rooms were available to persons 
who had an influential backer. 

Violation, Says Wurdack. 

Hugo Wurdack, board member 
who is conducting an inquiry into 
patronage, said that in his opin- 
ion referring a person to the de- 
partment was tantamount to a 
recommendation and certainly vio- 
lated the board’s antipatronage 
rule. 


An examination of the applica-| 


tions of 194 persons now employed 
in the lunchrooms showed that at 
Jeast 18 erasures or mutilations 
were attempted. Eleven of these 
applications were dated subse- 
quent to the adoption in October, 
1942, of a resolution introduced 
by Wurdack to disqualify board 
members or officers using their 
influence to get jobs or promo- 
tions for employes. 

Of the 11 erasure attempts, nine 
were so skillfully executed, prin- 
cipally with a liquid ink-remover, 
that only the rust-colored outlines 
of a few of the letters were dis- 
cernible. 

On one application form the 
mame “Mrs. I. Friede” had been 
written in pencil aud eraced, but 
the depression made in the paper 
by the pencil could be deciphered. 
On another the name “Mrs. 
Friede” apparently had been writ- 
ten in ink, partly erased, rewrit- 
ten, and then rubbed with an 
abrasive. 

Mrs. Friede’s Comment. 

Mrs. Friede said today that she 
had referred “lots of people” to 
the various departments under the 
jurisdiction of the board, but that 
she did not feel that constituted a 
recommendation. She said she 
knew nothing about the erasures. 

“People call me constantly to 
ask where to go to make applica- 
tion for a job. I tell them it is 
against the law to recommend 
them but I tell them where they

(AP).—Seventy-two Butler Coun- 
ty farmers were indicted today 
by a special grand jury on charges 
of inciting a riot in connection 
with the alleged ousting of a 
group of Negro farm laborers 
from a rural community. Fitty- 
five of the defendants were locked 
in the County Jail by Sheriff M. 
L. Hogg after they had marched 
with nearly 100 other farmers 


through the downtown district to 
the court hose following their 
indictment. 

“One man, who said he had sick- 
ness at home, filled bond but 
promised the other farmers, “T'll 
be back to join you in a couple 
of days.” A boy, 16, who also was 
indicted, was turned over to ju- 
venile court. : 

Sixteen other farmers are to 
be served, the Sheriff said. 

Those indicted include former 
county judges, four members of 
the Broseley Consolidated Schocl 
District, a former deputy sheriff 
and two former justices of the 
peace. 

Most of the farmers who sur- 
rendered expressed intention not 
to file bond. They were accom- 
panied by two attorneys whom 
they employed at a mass meeing 
held. at the Broseley ..District

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP) — 
The historic argument over portal- 
to-porta] pay for miners developed 
in the Supreme Court yesterday 
into a discussion of who -benefits 
from a workman’s lunch, the man 
who eats it or the employer. 

The exchange occurred after the 
justices had returned from lanch, 
to resume consideration of an ap- 
peal from a decision by the Fifth 
United States Circuit Court that 
the time spent underground by 
iron miners, except for lunch, is 
working time under the wage- 
hour law. | 

Justice Rutledge introduced the 
lunch question by wondering if 
all the time the men spent under- 
ground should be considered as 
time spent in behalf of the em- 
ployer, including the eating period. 

“I don’t think a man, while eat- 
ing lunch, is doing anything for 


his employer,” Crampton Harris of 
Birmingham, attorney for Ala- 
bama iron ore miners, told the 
court, 

“They couldn’t work in the aft- 


ernoon if they didn’t have lunch, 
could they?” asked Justice Rob-| 
erts, 

“IT know many men who can

Total 1122 Greater Than in 1942, 
Previous High Year; 9113 
Ahead of Deaths. 


A record 21,156 births in St. 
Louis was established last year, 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics an- 
nounced today. The total is 1122 
greater than in 1942, the previous 
high year, when 20,034 births were 
recorded, 

The number of births in the city 
during 1943 exceeded by 9113 the 
12,048 deaths recorded. The num- 
ber of deaths exceeded by 924 the 
total of the previous year, when 
there were 11,119. 

There was a sharp decline, on 
the basis of still incomplete fig- 
ures, in the number of deaths 
caused by acute communicable 
diseases, it was said by Dr. J. 
Earl Smith, director of the Health 
Division’s communicable disease 
section. There were 130 deaths 
from those diseases last year, as 
compared with 364 for 1942.

railway, principal supply artery 
for German forces in the lower 
Dnieper bend. 

Other units of Vatutin’s left 
wing contfnued their advance in 
the Berdichev sector while farther 
east Ivan S. Konev’s Second 
UkrainianY Army improved its 
positions west and northwest of 
Kirovograd. 

In the Sarny sector, Vatutin’s 
right wing was now operating on 
an 80-mile wide front, from Dom- 
brovitsa south to Korets and Kili- 
kiev. More than 60 other towns 
and hamlets were reported cap- 
tured in the drive on Korets, in- 
cluding Berezdovo, 10 miles to the 
south, and Maidan-Vila, rail sta- 
tion 15 miles northeast of Shepe- 
tovka, also under attack by Vatu- 
tin’s men. One thousand Germans 
were reported killed and several 
hundred prisoners taken in this 
operation. 

Furious Fight Near Vinnitsa. 

The Russian command told 
of “extremely fierce fighting” in 
the Vinnitsa sector. The Germans 
“launched a series of counterat- 
tacks attempting to break through 
the battle formations of the So- 


viets,” it said. “Some populated 
places changed hands _ several 
times. The enemy suffered heavy 
losses but achieved no success 
whatsoever.” 

Between 2000 and 3000 Germans 
were killed, 59 tanks and guns de- 
stroyed, and many prisoners were 
taken, it was asserted. 

Last reports placed the advance 
guards of Vatutin’s left wing 
within five miles of the Bug River 
and 21 miles north of the Odessa- 
Warsaw railway at the town of 
Neirov. The Dniester River, 
flowing along the border of Bes- 
sarabia, was about 50 miles to the 
southwest.

SCREENING TEST TO 
BE ELIMINATED 


in Clamping Down on 
Work Deferments for 
Men 18 to 21. 


New changes in Selective Serv- 
ice reguidtions and induction pro- 
cedure, principally the substitu- 
tion of preinductiOn physical ex- 
aminations in place of the old in- 
duction examination for all men 
being drafted into the armed 
services, were explained today 
by Lt. Col. J. G. Christy, assistant 
state director of Selective Service. 

The new regulations, which be- 
come effective Feb. 1, do away 
with the present screening exam- 
inations given by private physi- 
cians on orders of the draft 
boards. The screening examina- 
tion, which includes a blood test, 
will be included in the regular 
preinduction examination given 
by the Army. 

At present most men are given 
a physical examination at the 
time of induction, Col. Christy 
pointed out, If they are acceptei, 
they are inducted into the Army, 
Navy or Marines immediately, 
and then given a three-weeks fur- 
lough in the Army and eight days 
lenve by the Navy. The system 
provides that men be given the 
examination before time for their 
induction. They will be informed 
as to whether they were accepted 
within a week after the examina- 
tion, and thereafter will be given 
at least 21 days, and probably 45 
to 60 days, before they are called 
into service. 

* Will Issue Specific’ Calls. 

Each man will be informed 
whether he was accepted for 
Army service, for limited service 
or for naval service, which is not 
done under the old system. Each 
draft board will be given a 
monthly call for specific numbers 
of Army, limited service and 
Navy men. 

Preinduction examinations given 
at present are merely advisory 
and are not binding. Under the 
new setup men who have been 
granted occupational deferments 
may take the preinduction ex- 
amination before being reclas- 
sified to 1-A. Such reclassifica- 
tion will not be necessary, if they 
do not pass the physical examina- 
tion. 

Appeals for occupational defer- 
ment may be made by the regis- 
trant, his dependents or his em- 
ployer within 10 days after mail- 
ing of the notice he is to report 
for preinduction examination. The 
draft board will hold the appeal 
in its file, and if the registrant 
does not pass the examination, 
he will be reclassified 4F and it 
will not be necessary to send his 
appeal for deferment to an Appeal 
Board. 

Tighten Up on Deferments. 

After Feb. 1, no employe be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 21 years 
may be given a deferment unless 
there is filed with his local board 
a new form, known as 42A Spe- 
cial,;in which the employer states 
the employe is irreplaceable. This 
is referred to the State Selective 
Service Director in the _ state 
where the registrant is employed, 
who makes a recommendation on 
whether or not deferment should 
be granted. Final decision, how- 
ever, is left to the registrant's 
local board. 

Another regulation provides 
that no man between 18 and 21 
may be given an occupational de- 
ferment for more than 30 days 
unless the deferment is approved 
by the National Director cf Se- 
lective Service, or unless the reg- 
istrant is employed in agricul- 
ture. 

New regulations as to deferment 
of civilian students would allow 
such deferments provided the stu- 
dent were engaged in studying 
such subjects as engineering, 
pharmacy, chemistry, medicine, 
dentistry and the like. Different 
requirements for deferment are 
made for those engaged in the 
various types of study, and defer-

Spurred on by the presence of 
one of the army’s new amphibian 
trucks and a talk. by stage and

Miss Bennett, who was driven 
from the Mayfair Hotel to the 
rally in the “duck,” as the am- 
phibian truck is called, told -the 
assemblage of 1200: “If you could 
ride in one of them you would 
know how grand they are and 
how necessary they are for our 
fighting men.” She called on the 
group to “show the boys” that 
they are behind them, by pur- 
chasing enough bonds to defray 
the cost of at least eight ducks. 
This is the goal which has been 
set for the ordnance employes. 

The “duck,” weighing 7% tons, 
made its first appearance in St. 
Louis streets while transporting 
Miss Bennett to the rally. It is 
31 feet long and is driven on land 
by six wheels and in the water 
by a propeller. Its capacity is 50 
men or the equivalent displace- 
ment in supplies. Its speed, both 
on land and in water, is a mili- 
tary secret. 

Ducks are most valuable, an 
ordnance spokesman. said, for 
transporting men and supplies 
during landing operations, They 
are loaded aboard a landing ship 
and then put into the water 
where they can keep on moving 
after they reach shoals and 
shore. Ducks have been used ef- 
fectively in both the Sicilian and 
Italian campaigns and are a con- 
stant source of bewilderment to 
the enemy, he related.

—Board and Donnell Fail 
to Reach Decision on Case.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14.— 
No decision on the disposition 
of an application by a Negro 
for admission to the University 
of Missouri, Columbia, as a stu- 
dent in the School of Journal- 
ism, was reached in a confer- 
ence here today by the Univer- 
sity Board of Curators and Gov. 
Donnell. 

At the conclusion of nearly 
three hours of discussion in the 
Governor's office, Tom K. Smith 
of St. Louis, president of the 
board, said no decision would be 
made by the board until all en- 
trance applications for the third 
quarter of the university year, 
beginning in March, are taken 
up later. 

“We will act on it at that 
time,” Smith said, “and take it 
in stride. with other applica- 
tions.” 

Smith said the application of 
Edith Louise Massey of Kansas 
City, for admission to the Uni- 
versity of Missouri School of 
Journalism, beginning in March, 
was the only pending request by 
a Negro for‘entrance to the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. She now is 
senior in the School of Journal- 
ism at Lincoln University, State 
School for Negroes in Jefferson 
City. 

“We wanted to bring the mat- 
ter before the Governor,” Smith 
said, “and tell him’ that if. the 
journalism and law schools of 
Lincoln University are closed, 
as proposed, it again will bring 
up the old question of admis- 
sion of Negroes to the Univer- 
sity of Missouri.” 

Smith said the Board of Cur- 
ators would not meet again un- 
til Feb. 10, at a place to be 
designated later, unless a special 
meeting were called .

RACE DISCRIMINATION 
BAR IS. INTRODUCED 


Bill Would Prohibit Denying 
Service to Negroes in Mu- 
nicipal Lunchrooms. 


A bill prohibiting lunch stands 
and lunch rooms in municipal 
buildings from denying service to 
Negroes was introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen today by Al- 
derman Jasper C. Caston of the 
Sixth Ward, a Negro clergyman. 

Introduction of the measure fol- 
lowed a report by Caston that an 
investigating committee, which he 
headed, had found evidence of 
racial discrimination in the opera- 
tion of a lunch stand in the base- 
ment of City Hall and one in the 
Municipal Courts Building. The 
stands are leased by the city to 
the Missouri Commission for the 
Blind. 

The bill makes violation of the 
regulation a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine of $25 to $500 
for each discriminatory act. It 
would make the lunchrooms avail- 
able to any person “regardless of 
race, creed or color.”

SYMINGTONURGES 
FAST SIDE AIRPORT 
AND SMOKE LAW 


Factors Should Be Part 
of Master Plan for 
Area, Head of Program 
Body Says. 


Development of a master plan 
of the St. Louis metropolitan 
area should include consideration 
of a representative airport for the 
East Side and co-operation by 
East Side communities in the prob- 
lem of smoke elimination, W. 
Stuart Symington said yesterday 
in accepting the presidency of the 
Metropolitan Plan Association. 

Symington, president of the Em- 
erson Electric Co., said that re 
gardiess of the number of airports 
required on this.side of the river, 
no final airport plan would be 
complete without such an airport 
on the Hast Side. 

Calling attention to the relation 
of the East Side to the smoke 
elimination problem, he pointed 
out that one writer recently said 
St. Louis’ smoke problem is solved 
“only when the wind is from the 
West.” f | 

Must Provide Jobs, 
Besides providing airports, 
transportation improvements aft- 
er the war must include those for 
water, rail and highway, he de- 
clared. “The master plan for the 
area must give thousands decent 
living conditions and at the same 
time solve the postwar problem of 
employment,” Symington said. 
“Much of this can be accomplished 
through the construction of badly 
needed housing developments, rec- 
reational facilities, public works, 
sewers and abatement of stream 
pollution.” | 

Because of the lack of one cen- 
tral government for the area, the 
plans of the association, composed 
of representatives of St. Louis and 


counties near St. Louis, must in 
effect give the people of the area 
the same advantages as would be 
obtained if there were but one 
government, Symington said, He 
urged the association to gather 
funds for employing experts to 
study the regional planning prob- 
lems and cited the success of such 
plans in Greater New. York. 
“The scope of this association 
has nothing to do with social re- 
forms, but any broad plan for 
the betterment of our com- 
munities will automatically stim- 
ulate trade through the improve- 
ment of property value and the 
attraction of new industry,” he 
added. “It will give returning war 
veterans, as well as other Amer- 
icans, more faith in the future 
by showing them a practical, plan 
that would solve many of their 
personal problems while making 
se area a finer place to live

“Mr. Schomacher.” There was no 
attempt at erasure in this in- 
stance. One of the 12 board mem-’ 
bers is William Schumacher, 
whose name appears on three 
other applications made before the 
antipatronage rule. An effort was 
made to erase his name in two 
instances, and in the third the 
name, written in ink, was heavily 
scored in pencil. 

Other names appearing on 
blanks dated before the antipa- 
tronage, rule, which were mis- 
spelled, incomplete or partly ef- 
faced, apparently referred to Dr. 
Rudolph Hofmeister, Dr. Francis 
C. Sullivan, James J, Fitzgerald 
and John A. Flieischli, board mem- 
bers, and J. Harry Pohlman, presi- 
dent. 

Red Penciled Symbol. 

An attempt was made to erase 
the name “Mr. Hoffmeister” on 
one and on another, which turned 
up apparently by mistake in the 
file of applicants not yet em- 
ployed, the name “Dr. R. Hoff- 
meister” stood without alteration. 
This application, dated in Septem- 
ber, 1942, carried at the top the 
letter “R” in red pencil, a symbol 
which neither Nushan nor three 
subordinates in the lunchroom di- 
vision could explain.

LONDON, Jan. 14 (AP).—Fierce 
fighting for control of the satra- 
tegic Banjaluka-Zagreb Railway in 
‘Central Bosnia continued today, as 
German forces increased their 
pressure on Yugoslav Partisans 
attacking in the 25-mile sector 


between Banjaluka and Prijedor. 

The broadcast communique of 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz, said 
the partisans shot down two Nazi 
Bombers near the town of Bugo}- 
no, and reported expanding offen- 
sive operations by Yugoslav forces 
on other sectors of the front. 

Near Brod, a rail center 50 miles 
northeast of Banjaluka, the Par- 
tisans were said to have destroyed 
an enemy troop train, killing 45 
German soldiers and capturing 85. 
Farther west, Tito’s troops blew up 
a bridge on the Zagreb-Ogulin-Fi- 
ume railway near Karlovac, the 
communique reported. 

The battle for Novo Mesto, Slo- 
venian city 50 miles west. of Za- 
greb was still raging, with no ap- 
preciable advantage reported for 
either side. In Herzogovina, to the 
south, Partisans repelled an enemy 
assault at Stolac and seized a 
lead mine producing 800 tons a 
year. 

Yugoslav sources in London said 
that the Germans, in a drive south 
from Banjaluka were apparently 
attempting to drive a wedge into 
Partisan defenses in the Dinaric 
Alps toward the Adriatic and thus 
split Tito’s main forces.

AMENDMENT FAILS 


Constitutional Commit- 
tee’s Report Only Will 
Urge Tightening Up on 
Use of Initiative. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14.— 
Advocates of proposals in the 
Constitutional Convention to abol- 
ish the initiative and referendum 
provisions of the Constitution, or 
so severely to tighten their de- 
tails of operation as to make them 
virtually inoperative, have met de- 
feat before the Initiative and Ref- 
erendum Committee, of which V, 
E. Phillips of Kansas City is 


chairman. 

Phillips, under direction of the 
committee, is preparing the rough 
draft of its report to the conven- 
tion, which will contain only one 
important clause making the use 
of the initiative in amending the 
Constitution and proposing laws 
more difficult. That is to in- 
crease the number of signers re- 
quired for initiative petitions from 
5 per cent to 8 per cent of the 
voters in each of two-thirds of 
the congressional districts. 

The present requirement for 5 
per cent for referendum petitions 
will be retained. 

Several Changes V-ted. 

The only other major change 
recommended will be a prohibition 
against the appropriation of money 
by initiated law. This is intended 
to prevent such attempts as that 
of Floyd Lee in 1942 to obtain a 
vote on the proposal to appropriate 
a large part of the State revenue 
for old-age pensions. This change 
is more theoretical than actual, 
however, as the Supreme Court 
has held such use of the initiative 
to be illegal. 

The report will recommend sev- 
eral relatively unimportant addi- 
tions. to the present constitutional 
provisions to correct defects of 
omission. One will be a require- 
ment that an initiative proposal 
shall contain only one subject, a 
requirement that different forms 
of enacting clauses shall be used 
for initiated laws and initiated 
amendments to the Constitution, 
and that in case of two or more 
conflicting initiated proposals sub- 
mitted at the same election; the 
one receiving the higher num- 
ber of votes shall prevail. 

The present requirement that 
the full text of proposals shall 
be set forth will be retained. 

Darly in the convention there 
appeared to be a strong sentiment 

ther to abolish the initiative and 
referendum or so to surround it 
with restrictions that “its use 
would be extremely difficult. 
Many proposals along these lines 
were submitted, but all except the 
one for an increase of about one- 
half in the number of signers 
required were rejected by the 
committee. 

Restrictive 

The two most severe attempts 
to curb the use were introduced 
by Allen McReynolds of Carthage 
and C, P. Damron of Farmington. 
McReynolds proposed to limit the 
initiative to constitutional amend- 
ments, prohibiting its use to ini- 
tiate laws, and increasing the 
number of required signers to 10 
per cent of the voters. He would 
have made the work of obtaining 
signatures more difficult by re- 
quiring that they be obtained in a 
majority of the State senatorial 
districts instead of in two-thirds 
of the congressional districts, 

Damron, having in mind the 
scandals that have attended sev- 
eral campaigns for signers of pe- 
titions, proposed that the solic 
itation of signers be prohibited, 
and that instead the petitions be 
placed in a public office, to which 
— who desired to sign would 

ve to go.

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WPB KEEPS BAR

040 CIVIL ITEMS 


_ Against Any Large Scale 


Manufacturing Re- 
sumption Despite Big 
Supply of Steel. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP).— 
- The War Production Board is- 
sued a policy statement last 
. night, blocking any large-scale 
» resumption of civilian goods pro- 
duction in the near future, 

The statement accompanied an 
unexpected WPB decision to stand 
on its drastic steel conservation 
order which forbids the use of 
iron and steel in 646 common ci- 
villian goods items. 

The -WPB steel division had 
recommended revocation of the 
order, The board’s decision, which 
rejected even a compromise solu- 
tion, was reached after an all-day 
meeting of the WPB committee 
on clearance of orders, and was 
issued by J. A. Krug, vice-chair- 
man for operations. 

“Mr. Krug indicated that this 
action can properly be interpreted 
as the WPB attitude toward the 
expansion of nonessential civilian 
production at the present time,” 
the statement said. 

Army and Navy officials are 
known to have opposed revoca- 
tion, holding that the bars on ci- 
villian production should not be 
lowered until the military situa- 
tion is clarified. Many WPB offi- 
eials also are understood to share 
this opinion. 

While the use of steel in non- 
essential items will continue under 
bar, the committee said that steel 
would soon be released to improve 
the quality of essential goods now 
being made from substitute ma- 
terials. 

The policy statement explained 
that there was no steel shortage. 
(Recently the steel industry has 
curtailed operations for lack of 
orders.) 

However, it was pointed out 
that relaxation of the order re- 
stricting steel uses in civilian goods 
would contribute indirectly to 
shortages of other war materials. 
‘Coal, petroleum, lumber for crat- 
ing, packaging paper and trans- 
portation are all short of war re- 
quirements, the committee said, 
and expanded production of steel 
civilian goods would absorb addi- 
tional quantities of these scarce 
commodities. 


TOJO SAYS FLAGGING SPIRH 
CAUSES ARMS BOTTLENECK 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (AP), — 
Premier Gen, Hideki Tojo warned 
chiefs of Japan’s munitiong con- 
trol departments that a speedy in- 
crease in aircraft production was 
vital to meet a war situation which 
he said was “extremely fierce at 
present,” the Tokyo. radio report- 
ed last night.

Large-Scale Demobilization 


When War Is W onin Europe'- 


Roosevelt Speaks of ‘Possible and Necessary 
Adjustments’ — His Statements 
Causes Some Surprise. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP).— 
Victory over.Germany will permit 
large numbers of American troops 
to come home and important sec- 
tions of industry to shift to civil- 
fan production even while the war 
against Japan is intensified, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt indicated in his 
budget message yesterday. 

“If hostilities end on one major 
front before they end on other 
fronts,” he told Congress, “large- 
scale demobilization. adjustments 
will be possible and necessary 


.|while we are still fighting a 


major war.” 

Some of the reasons were out- 
lined by the President. Others 
are matters of general knowledge. 
Nevertheless, the statement occa- 
sioned some surprise in quarters 
which remembered the storm of 


| American criticism that came less 


than a year ago when Prime Min- 
ister Churchill asserted that a 


_|partial demobilization would be 


possible in Britain as soon as Ger- 
Many was beaten. 

Not a few Americans immedi- 
ately interpreted Churchill’s re 
mark as an indication that Brit- 
ain intends to relax its efforts as 
soon as the Nazis collapse, leav- 


Jing the war with Japan to the 


United States. A number of im- 
portant Britons promptly asserted 
positively that the empire would 
fight Japan to a finish. 

With both statements now be- 
fore the public—Churchill’s several 
months ago and Roosevelt’s now— 
it becomes possible to assess fac- 
tors which make it evident that 
partial demobilization will begin 
in both countries after the Euro- 
pean victory which Gen, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower has predicted will 
come this year. 

Outstanding among these are 
the outlook for predominantly 
naval and air warfare against the 
Japanese, with a consequent re- 
duction in the size of land armies 
required as compared with the 


war against Germany. 

Roosevelt’s reference to demo- 
bilization was in a broad sense, 
covering demobilization of war in- 
dustry as well as of men. 

It would be a bad 
sume that millions of soldiers will 
get their discharge papers as soon 
as Germany is defeated. Occupa- 
tion forces will be needed in con- 
quered territory, perhaps even in 
liberated lands of the United Na- 
tions. 

Also, while the ground forces 
needed for the war with Japan 
probably will be smaller than 
those deemed necessary for Euro- 
pean operations, the size still will 
be large. 

If it is assumed that reconquest 
of the Philippines is part of the 
developing Pacific war, it would 
be a safe guess that at least 500,- 
000 soldiers would be needed for 
that job, in addition to great air 
and sea forces and elaborate sup- 
ply establishments. The Japanese 
used something like 150,000 men 
to take the Philippines from a 
force about one-fourth that size. 

Conquest of Burma and Malaya, 
possibly of Siam and Indo-China, 
poses similar requirements. If 
South China ports are opened to 
Allied shipping, additional forces 
will be needed in China. , 

Because of such factors as these, 
there is a tendency in official 
quarters to treat the demobiliza- 
tion prospects for this year with 
considerable caution.

HILE preparations are being completed in the British Isles

Study “of the new assignments to the various commands shows 
that the Eighth and Fifteenth heavy bomber fortes of the United 


States Army Air Forces, under 


the operational direction of Lt. 


Gen. Carl A. Spaatz and the Royal Air Force bomber command, 
under Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur Harris, are working inde- 
pendently of the supreme Allied commanders in the European and 


Mediterranean theaters. 


The invasion commanders have 
at their disposal. substantial air 
forces to be employed exclusively 
im the task of assisting landing 
operations, both as protective cover 
and in disorganizing enemy com- 
munications and knocking out en- 
emy strongpoints. Thees air ex- 
peditionary forces are under com- 
mand vof officers with extensive 
experience of the special type of 
technique required, while many of 
the ground commanders, like Brit- 
ish Gen, Sir Bernard Montgomery, 
have themselves been responsible 
for working out a system whereby 
the air force helps the army to 
advance, and the army, in its 
turn, collaborates with the air 
force in establishing more for- 
ward bases. 

In the European theater the 
supporting air forces are under 


the Briton, Sir Trafford Leigh- 
Mallory. The American Army 
group will be supported by Amer- 
ican planes under the immediate 
command, it is expected, of Maj. 


Gen. Léewis H. Brereton. The 
British Army group will be simi- 
larly supported by British planes 
under a commander who also is 
still to be named, but is expected 
to be Air Marshal Dalbiac. 


Bombers’ Role Argued. 


- Until the Cairo conferences be- 
tween President Roosevelt and 
Premier Churchill doubt persisted 
as to the role to be assigned the 
heavy bombers, which already have 
wrought such extensive havoc in- 
side Germany. On the one hand it 
was argued that the entire avail- 
able weight of the Allied bombers 
should be employed in immediate 
support of the invasion forces, 
with objectives in occupied France 
and the Low Countries as prime 
targets. 

Against this contention argu- 
ments were advanced in favor of 
mairitaining’ and increasing the 
assault on‘ the Reich. It was 
pointed out that: 

1. The Germans themselves have 
provided ample evidence that they 
are more concerned about the ef- 
fects of air bombardment than 
any other single factor. 

2. The Allies have impressive 
evidence of the extent to which 
air bombardment is throwing war 
production out of gear and creat- 
ing a sense of hopelessness among 
the German people. 

3. Nothing would better please 
the German leaders than some de- 
velopment which induced or com- 
pelled the Allies to give the hard- 
pressed Reich a respite. 


Dangers of a Pause. 

4. During that respite exten- 
sive industrial repairs could be un- 
dertaken; tired populations could 
get some rest; fighter plane pro- 
duction could be stepped up; new 
techniques for combatting the 


bombers might be perfected, In 
other words, an important part 
of the results so far achieved 
would be lost and resumed attacks 
would be carried out at greater 
cost, 

5. Germany at present will have 
to choose. between disposing its 
fighters in depth,.to meet Allied 
long-range assaults or concentrat- 
ing them in the coastal areas to 
combat the air forces supporting 
the invasion. It cannot do both. 
Thus maintenance of the long- 
range bombardment will have a 
dual value. It will directly reduce 
the will and ability of the enemy 
to wage war; it will indirectly re- 
duce the air opposition to be met 
by the invasion armies.

URING my time with various

sion I fell in with one of the 
regimental surgeons—Capt. Em- 
mett L. AHamon of Port Arthur, 
Tex. 

Capt. Allamon is an unusual 
man. He is slight of build, he 
talks with a direct look and a 
flattering smile, and his mind is 
very acute and analytical. He has 
the odd idiosyncrasy of hesitating 
a couple of seconds between 
phrases, and then when he speaks 
he rattles the phrase off so fast 
you feel you've been left behind. 


Capt. Allamon has distinguished 
himself a couple of times in Italy. 
His regimental commander com- 
mended him the other day for 
running his jeep right down to 
the edge of a battlefield and pull- 
ing out the wounded. And be- 
fore that he had the interesting 
experience of being a German 
prisoner for six days. 


Allowed Him to Operate. 


E and his first Sergeant, 

Frank T. Holland of West, 
Tex., were captured shortly after 
we struck Italy. 

They weren’t really treated as 
prisoners, but as fellow medics. 
About 30 American wounded were 
captured at the same time, and 
the Germans let Capt. Allamon 
do all the operating and the dress- 
ing of their wounds. 


Then after two days the Ger- 
mans had to retreat. Apparently 
the German medical officers didn’t 
want to turn in the Captain and 
Sergeant as regular prisoners, so 
—* held a conference, finally 
took the question to their Colonel, 
and came back with the verdict 
that the two Americans should 
retreat with them. 


None of the Germans spoke 
English, but Capt. Allamon spoke 
just enough French to get along. 
They retreated for four days, and 
then early one morning they found 
the sentry asleep and just walked 
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Mark down Tuesday, Jan.

as the time the American Eighth 
Air Force delivered a paralyzing 
blow to the Nazi aircraft indus- 
try.

Then he took over the right-waist 
gun as well as his own, His score 
was one ME-109 and one JU-88. 


Meet Enemy at Border. 


The Lucky Strike’s pilot, First 
Lt. Richard Robinson, Tulsa, Ok., 
said it looked as if the whole 
Luftwaffe had come up to meet 
them. 

“We sighted a big force of 
fighters just as we started over 
Germany. We thought it was our 
escort. Then suddenly they came 
at our formations, We had ME’s 
and FW’s from all around the 
clock.

The Public Can Take It 


No civilian scanner of headlines can be ex- 
pected to analyze Tuesday’s high-priced raids on 
Germany. Even within the Army Air Force they 
are naturally the subject of dissenting discussion. 

Yet from the reports on- Tuesday’s missions 
a few signposts emerge. First of all, the Ger- 
mans are still remarkable tacticians, constantly 
devising new and effective ways of meeting air 
assault. Second, Germany’s most precious indus- 
tries are, of course, the most heavily defended. 
Third, there is all reason to expect increasingly 
heavy losses if strategic bombing, the destruc- 
tion of key Nazi production areas, is to serve 
the purpose of weakening the Wehrmacht and 
Luftwaffe at their very spines before a switch 
is made to tactical air war as umbrella for in- 
vasion forces, 

And finally, Gen. Arnold’ s comments following 
the Oschersleben, Halberstadt and Brunswick 
raids, like. his comments on the Schweinfurt 
blasting in which 60 Fortresses were lost, have 
the unwelcome taste of soothing syrup. In no 
way do they prepare the public for the fact that 
many of our planes will be brought down on 
enemy soil, and many of our airmen’s para- 
chutes will go flowering to enemy earth before 
the task is even halfway done. 

In both instances, Gen. Arnold was careful to 
explain that such a “heart-damaging blow” to 
the Reich justified the cost. Certainly, the 
American people have enough confidence in their 
magnificent Air Force to understand that such 
risks would not be taken to level a pants fac- 
tory, a bakery or some such insignificant target. 
In the case of the Schweinfurt raid, he softened 
the failure of 593 crew members to return by 
saying that “at least half” were believed to be 
alive as prisoners of war. This time his con- 
solation is that “the Germans are back on their 
heels.” 

All this is gratifying, but a lack of frankness 
is not. The Air Force chief is guilty of cushion- 
ing«facts when he says reassuringly that the 
Tuesday raid wags at a cost of approximately 5 
per cent of the attacking force, or the percentage 
formerly figured as “allowable” loss on any 
mission. His statement was quite correct, Losses 


in planes were about 5 per cent of the total force . 


of 1200, including perhaps 600 fighters, each 
with a one-man crew. But of those fighters, 
only five, or 1 per cent, failed to return. Of 
the estimated 700 “heavies,” Fortresses and Lib- 
erators, 60, or more than 8 per cent, were lost, 
This is as many crew members as stiffening Nazi 
defenses brought down at Schweinfurt. 

They are not tremendous losses in terms of 
what we must come to expect, though large in 
terms of what we have been led to expect. The 


‘most distressing illusion in all our wartime 
-mythology is this apparent fear on the part of 


some military and administrative leaders that 
the public can’t take it, The average person is 
a pretty reasonable individual. He can put two 
and two together without getting his fingers 
crossed. He knows that offensive is usually 
expensive, and that victory is never a bargain. 
But he wants to be dealt ‘with frankly, instead 
of fitted with rose-colored glasses in prepara- 
tion for news of every engagement of our air 
armadag that is not a singular triumph. 

Past publicity has been such as to disparage 
the canniness of the German. A few weeks after 
high-level bombers, presumably out of fighter 
range, were sent over the Continent, Nazi planes 
were equipped with super-chargers to meet them 
above the clouds, Our “heavies” were given more 
fire power and the Luftwaffe promptly devised 
new tactics—release of many small’ bombs above 
the moving planes, sharp, wheeling turns for nose 
attack where the Fortresses are most vulnerable, 
rockets operating’ on a principle of magnetic at- 
traction much as do sea mines, and now rockets 
fired from the ground—“secret weapon” rockets 
far more deadly than flak. 

We have been quick to match tactic with tactic, 
to perfect effective cloud bombing of invisible 
targets, to extend the range of desperately needed 
fighter protection, to adapt familiar naval 
maneuvers to sky warfare as fast as the Ger- 
mans learned to make use of them, to make 
change after change in method and formation. 

In the past year, however, R. A. F. bombers 


dropped six out of every seven tons of bombs on 


Germany. Our 1944 contribution to the aerial 
offensive against the Reich will be immeasurably 
bigger than it has been. For this task, and for 
the resultant losses, we have been in no way pre- 
pared by an aromatic minimizing of the blows 
we have taken in thé past. 
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The Russians are now set to polish off the 
Germans on the Polish front, 
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More Hospitals for Veterans 


Veterans of the Second World War will require 
new hospitals, yet to be built, with a combined 
capacity of 120,000 beds, in addition to -hospital 
space already available, it was estimated in the 
report this week of the Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs, Brig. Gen. Hines. The need is 
urgent, for already a million of our fighting men, 
many of them needing hospital care, have been 
discharged, and the invasion which appears im- 
minent will sharply increase the demands upon 
veterans’ hospitals. 

The estimate of needs by Brig. Gen. Hines is 
based on an estimate that our armed forces will 
number, roughly, 14 million, or three and one- 
half times as many as in the First World War. 
The Veterans’ Administration hag approximately 
80,000 beds in hospitals and homes, expects 100,- 
000 more by transfer of Army and Navy hos- 
pitals to it after the war, and proposes new con- 
struction to bring the grand total up to 300,000 
beds. 7 

The 300,000 figure is only a little mofe than 
three and one-half times the number of beds 
which the Veterans’ Administration has now, 
and therefore looks to be very much of a mini- 
mum estimate, being proportionate to the cas- 
ualty experience of the First World War, In- 
formed opinion is unanimous that the amount 
of hospitalization required will, proportionately 
as well as absolutely, be greater in this war than 
it was in the preceding war.

No doubt, most citizens turned from the im- 
mense and complicated figures in the President's 
budget message with a feeling of perplexity and 
even dismay. 

Most of us calculate our affairs in terms of 
tens or hundreds of dollars. Even “million” 
seems almost a figure of speech, while “billion” 
stuns the imagination. 

Yet, in this budget message, a billion, almost 
the total debt of the United States prior to the 
outbreak of World War I, has actually become a 
unit of measurement, 

We are spending 100 billions this fiscal year, 
We will spend 100 billions the next fiscal year. 
We will owe at the end of this fiscal year nearly 
200 billions, By 1945, the war program cost will 
have aggregated nearly 400 billions, of which 
nearly 300 billions will have been spent. 

Three hundred billions is nearly a third of a 
trillion. A trillion is 1000 billion, and trillion 
is a measurement familiar only to astronomers 
who measure distances between celestial bodies, 

Even interest on the public debt is now 
reckoned in billions, This year it will be $2,650,- 
000,000, When the public debt reaches 258 bil- 
lions, as it will in the early future, the interest 
will amount to five billions, more than total 
Government expenditures as late as 1931. 

But hard as figures like these are to grasp, 
it is easy for all of us to understand that we 
are falling far short of paying for the war as 
we go along. Taxes, high as they are, will bring 
in only 41 per cent of the war cost this year 
and next. Each of these years the Government 
will be spending 569 billions more than it takes 
in at the Treasury, 

This argues for still higher taxes, instead of 
the comparatively trivial amount of a little more 
than two billions of new taxes—barely a fifth of 
the Treasury request—that the pending bill will 
raise,

The finest of all these tributes now comes from 
our expeditionary force in Italy. It is the dispatch 
eloquent. It recounts that the Germans, as might 
have been supposed, are well aware that all 
‘Texans are six feet tall or better, that they are 
completely untamed and that they learn to split 
a toothpick at 20 paces with a six-shooter and 
are masters of Indian fighting before they have 


even learned to vote the straight Democratic 


ticket. Naturally, when the enemy knows he 


is in the presence of one such, his morale sinks.

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Again, Bad Railroading 

The accident on the Santa Fe System at 
Novice, Tex. yesterday, killing 12 and injuring

Biography of Henry W. Grady, 
Whose Career Ended Too Soon

“Henry W. Grady,”” by Raymond B. Nixon. 

A, Knopf, New Yorker) 

Henry W. Grady died in December, 1888, 
at the age of 39. Raymond B. Nixon, au- 
thor of this first full-length biography of 
the Atlanta editor and publicist, borrows e 
bit of grace from Grady’s own style and 
calls it “sunset at noon,” and quotes sym- 
pathetically the resigned words of his 
mother that “perhaps his work is finished.” 

Granting, however, that Grady’s death, 
soon after his famous Boston speech, dra- 
matically affected relations between the - 
North and the South, the author is un- 
able to see in Grady’s early death anything 
but a calamity for the South. The biogra- 
phy itself carries the conviction that here 
was an unfinished work, not to say an un- 
finished man, 

* > 

Grady had done much, but much re 
mained for him to do. His brilliance as 
a man awaited the mellowing of maturity. 
Even his oratory, outstanding though it 
was, and not more florid than the fashion 
of his time, might have improved with age. 

It is as spokesman of the New South 
that Grady is celebrated in Nixon's defini- 
tive biography, meaning the industrial and 
agrarian New South, with economic regen- 
eration and national reconciliation as its 
cornerstones. As an orator he is best re- 
membered for his speech, “The New South,” 
as delivered at the eighty-first anniversary 
of the New England Society at New York 
in December, 1886, which is included in the 
volume as an appendix, but it was as editor 
and publisher of the Atlanta Constitution 
that his present biographer conceives him 
to have made his greatest contribution te 
his generation and to the shaping of forces 
that are still operative, though he has been 
dead 54 years.

There were journalistic giants In those 
days. Two of them outstandingly served 
the South—Henry W. Grady and Henry 
Watterson. If there is dispute as to which 
was greater, with the scales tipped some- 
what in Watterson’s favor, it is to be re 
membered that Watterson lived out his 
years. It might have been different if 
Grady’s sunset had not come at noon. 

Nixon’s biography, the fruit of nearly @ 
decade of research, supplemented by access 
to Grady’s private papers, is journalistic 
rather than analytical and more complete 
than conclusive. This was to be expected, 
for Nixon is an old newspaper man him- 
self, now professor of journalism at Emory 
University. It is as one newspaper man 
speaking of another that Nixon, in his 
summing up, says that Grady, good journal- 
ist that he was, always kept an ear to the 
ground, but his eyes were upon the stars,

A Systematized History of Russia 


The history of nations is usually told in 
chronological order, from the remote past 
to the year of publication. In writing “A 
Short History of Russia” (Reynal & Hitch- 
cock), B. H. Sumner of Balliol College has 
adopted a different method, and one that

He finds that seven influences have made 
Russia what it is today—expansion of the 
frontier, the form of the state, the land, 
the church, the people, the sea and the im- 
pact of the West. Each of these is treated 
separately, in historical detail. The result 
of this systematized technique is a clearer 
picture of modern Russia than could be 
gained from a year-to-year narrative in 
which all these forces are mingled.

Julius Gordon Speaks at An- 
niversary of Founding of 
Urban League Here.

Racial prejudice has worked 
havoc in the Old World and must 
not be repeated here, Rabbi Julius 
Gordon said last night at a meet- 
inb observing the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of.the Urban League at 
Bishop Tuttle Memorial. 

“America’s traditional attitude 
toward Negroes represents a blot 
on the national conscience which, 
unless changed, will make it im- 
possible for this country to as- 
sume world leadership in postwar 
affairs,” he said. “There is only 
one way to cope with the discrim- 
inatory precedents of American 
life and that is to create new op- 
portunities for the Negro in em- 
ployment, education and social 
life.” 

The Urban League, founded in 
1918 after the East St. Louis race 
riots, was originally a department 
of the Provident Association, but 
is now an independent organiza- 
tion with offices at 3017 Delmar 
boulevard. The league is an 
agency which works for the social 
and economic welfare of Negroes. 
John T. Clark, its executive secre- 
tary, heads an all-Negro staff. 

In the last 24 years the league’s 
employment service has placed 
more than 50,000 Negroes in jobs. 
The league has worked consist- 
ently to educate Negroes in labor 
relations to insure inter-racial co- 
operation in industry. 

By publicizing the needs of Ne- 
groes, the league has been instru- 
mental in opening the Turner 
School for Crippled Children, the 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital, sev- 
eral city and public schoo! play- 
grounds and private comu.unity 
centers. | 

Two St. Louis women and a 
Chicago man, the first white per- 
song to receive the award, were 
cited last night for distinguished 
service to the Negro race. Those 
cited were Mrs. Josephine John- 
son Cannon, Route 5, Kirkwood,

TUBERCULOSIS DEATHS 
GAIN AMONG ELDERLY 


Increase Laid to Employment 
in War Plants—New Health 
Vigilence Urged. 


Executives of State tuberculosis 
associations and public health or- 
ganizations, who completed a 
three-day meeting yesterday at 
Hotel Statler, were urged by of- 
ficials of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association to concentrate 
more attention on increasing 
tuberculosis deaths among elderly 
men, many of whom have been 
working in war plants. 

Prof. Clyde R. Miller, of Co- 
lumbia University and educational 
consultant of the National Tuber- 


culosis Association, told the meet- 
ing that increased tension of the 
population because of war work 
would likely shoot the tuberculosis 
death rate beyond that which re- 
sulted from the last war. 

He brought out that many per- 
sons, particularly those from 50 


to 75 years of age, are working in 
war plants although they are im- 
fected with tuberculosis. He said 
not only their health, but the 


ticularly married women who are 
attempting to run their homes and 
do war work at the same time. 


Officials of the national asso-| 
ciation called upon their state af- 
filiates to help in increasing the |

An urgent appeal for increased 
federal taxes as an essentia] step 
toward preventing serious infla- 
tion was addressed today by 100 
members of the Washington Uni- 
versity faculty to Missouri mem- 


bers of Congress. 

The appeal, contained in a letter 
signed by the educators, asserted 
that “the most important section 
of the economics home front is 
taxation — taxes are the best 
means of paying for a war and 
the surest way to prevent infla- 
tion; we believe a new tax pro- 
gram designed to yield at least 10 
billion dollars is essential this 
year.” 

The letter pointed out that the 
request for larger taxes was be- 
ing made by members of a fixed- 
income group “for whom  in- 
creased living costs and increased 
taxes mean greatly reduced net 
income.” 

The educators expreased opposi- 


taxes,” terming such taxes inequi- 
table and inadequate. They rec- 
ommended the use of the progres- 
sive income tax principle, “applied 
to individuals and to corporations 
on a pay-as-you-go basis." That 
principle, they declared, provides 


tax burdens, and, as well, draws 
off purchasing power from all lev- 
els of income. 

“We furthermore urge Congress 
to resist all efforts to break 
through price controls,” the letter 
stated, “whether they be the ef- 
forts of certain industries to se- 
cure special price laws or to avoid 
proper renegotiation of war con- 
tracts, the efforts of farm groups 
to set new and higher formulae 
for so-called ‘parity prices,’ or the 
efforts of labor unions to push 
wages beyond the limits of the 
wage stabilization program.”

learned from the Germans 
that it’s best to put your medical- 
jaid station in a building, even if 
it’s only an old goatshed, rather 
than in tents. There is something 
psychologically comforting about 
having rigid walls around you in 
the combat zone. Also, Capt. Alla- 
mon has a theory that the greatest 
medicine you can give a wounded 
man is some warmth and comfort, 

So he always gets his aid sta- 
tions into a building, if possible, 
has a fire going in the fireplace 
day and night, and hag hot coffee 
lalways ready. The minute a man 
lis carried in, or walks in, he is 
igiven coffee and a cigarette, he 
warms himself before the fire, he 
j}feels a sense of security again, 
} and his spirits rise. I know it 
works, for I have sat in one of 
Captain Allamon’s aid stations 
hight after night and seen it work.

! APT. ALLAMON, like all 
front-line medical officers, is 
| touched by what he calls the 
i“mental wreckage” of war—the 
men whose spirits break under the 
unnatural strain and incessant 
danger of the battlefield. 

Capt. Allamon feels that Amer- 
ican children in recent generations 
have had too much parental pro- 
tection and too little opportunity 
for self-efficiency, and that the 
resulting weakness makes a man 
crumble when faced with some- 
thing he feels he cannot bear. 

The Captain says that if he 
could pick a company of men 
best suited for warfare he'd 
choose all ex-newsboys. He thinks 
they would have shifted for them- 
selves so early in life that they 
would have built up an inner 
strength, that would carry them 
through battle. 

Personally, I am sort of on the 
fence. I hate to think of an 
America of 130 million people so 
hard inside that nothing could 
touch them. 

And on the other hand it is only

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The New Films

A Controversial Film 
“NORTH STAR,” which has provoked more praising and 
damning than any film since “Mission to. Moscow” and “For 
Whom the Bell Tolls,” finally arrived yesterday at the 

AMBASSADOR. 

Generally, those critics who believe 24 hours 
a day that the Nazis are World Enemies Number 
One and that the Russians have done a public 
service on them have trotted out for “North 
Star” all the adjectives that stand as synonyms 
for great. The adverse critics of the picture, 
generally, have been those people who can't 
make up their minds whether the chief enemy is 
Germany or our ally, Russia. Such critics have 


mot bothered to damn the picture with faint 


praise. They have damned it all the way, calling it in general 
a piece of “red” propaganda, its author—Lillian Hellman, who 
gaveis “Watch on the Rhine—a Communist sympathizer in 
this country, etc., etc. R 

One New York paper went so far as to run two reviews of 
the picture in one day. In early editions the picture, dealing 
with the Russian resistance to Nazi invasion, was called “the 
movie of the week.” That review, which ran in more than a 
million copies, was jerked, The review substituted. poo-poo'd 
everything said in the first review. Tricks were hinted at. Are 
Russian children really as happy as shown in “North Star’s” 
early sequences was one of the questions asked, 

For whatever the opinion’s worth, this reviewer believes it a 
wrong approach to praise “North Star” simply because you 
like the fight the Russians are putting up; that it is equally 
wrong to detract from the picture simply because you don’t 
trust postwar Russians. The question is, what kind of a picture 
is “North Star?” As a picture. In picture terms. 


But a Very Fine Job 

As a picture, in picture terms, “North Star” is a very good 
picture, whether or not you like Russians politically or other- 
wise. It is splendidly acted by a first-rate cast including Anne 
Baxter, Walter Huston, Walter Brennan, Ann Harding, Daha 
Andrews, Erich von Stroheim, Eric Roberts and dozens of 
others. It is based on human beings, their joys, trials, strengths 
and weaknesses, and is at times almost unbearingly moving for 
reasons that would seem good either in Shanghai or Kansas 
- City. 

“North Star,” moreover, is benefited by a fine musical 
score by Aaron Copland, is a photographic delight because of 
the camera work of James Wong Howe. And, finally, it was 
directed by Lewis Milestone, who’s tops when he’s right. And 
he’s right. 

The picture opens in the Russian Polish-border village of 
North Star. It is *®ummer, harvest time. A bunch of kids and 
young men and women are graduating from the schools. The 
camera, after a number of long-sweep and mass-type_ shots, 
narrows down to five young people who are going off for a 
vacation to Kiev. There are dances, hugs in the dark, family 
scenes, Finally, the five are off. They hitch-hike the Ukrainian 
roads, sing, thumb, etc. One day there’s a strong sound in the 
sky. The sky’s full of airplane motors. The invasion’s on. 

The picture goes on from there, tracing what happens to 
the five youngsters, their families back in the village, and to 
North Star itself. 

How the Nazis pumped blood for their wounded soldiers 
from the children of North Star is one of the scenes you will 
not forget. The recapture of the village by guerrillas, the 
fathers of these children, is another scene you won't forget. 
There’s no political propaganda in the picture. There’s a lot 
of human propaganda, 


Open Season on Paperhanger 

Quite frankly, this department, which sees more movies 
than even you do, did not expect “THE STRANGE DEATH OF 
ADOLPH HITLER,” at the MISSOURI, to be much -good, The 
title is sort of wrong, on the sensational and 
quickie style. The names in the cast were un- 
known, with one exception. The advance pub- 
licity seemed too “colossal” even for the West 
Coast.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 
MET twice yesterday with a 
group of women, many of them 
heading national organizations, 

who are considering ways and 
means of making women more 
aware of their responsibilities as 
citizens. The group was called 
together by the Committee on the 
National Achievement Award. It 
seems trite to say that with the 
privilege of voting there also goes 
an added responsibility. Women 
are often attacked because no 
radical 
since they obtained their rights 
as full citizens of this democracy, 
and now is the time to show that 
they recognize their responsibil- 
ities. 

I have always contended that 
Women have had a very great 
general influence on the trend of 
government in the past, 25 years, 
but I cannot say that I think they 
have used their abilities and ‘op- 
portunities to the utmost. The 
time has now arrived when ev- 
eryone who potentially can be a 
factor in shaping the future has 
the responsibility to take up his 
share of the burden. 

There are two prerequisites for 
women as citizens. One is the 
knowledge of the problems. The 
second is an understanding of the 
way to bring about results. If 
women in their organizations be- 
gin to discuss these two points, 
some kind of action will surely 
follow.

I was interested to find that a 
number of the women with whom 
I talked yesterday were greatly 
in favor of a national service act, 
largely because they felt that the 
woman power of the nation was 
not yet being fully used. I also 
found a recognition \of the fact 
that a national service act was 
linked to the control of prices and 
the prevention of a rise in the 
cost of living. 


The newspapers have told us 
very fully of the need for partici- 
pation on the part of labor in the 
general sacrifice, There should 
be no strikes in time of war. 
Labor leaders themselves have 
agreed to this. But there must 
continue to be an adjustment of 
situations which are inequitable. 
We have heard less in our papers, 
however, about the good deeds of 
labor than about its shortcomings. 
It is well to stress that this pro- 
gram is for an equal sharing of 
the burdens of the war. If wages 
are stabilized, prices must be 
stabilized, too, and profits for all 
people, whether they are farmers, 
industrialists or workers in indus- 
try. : 

When the war is won, war 
measures should come to an end, 
or be rédiscussed from the point 
of view of their value to us in the 
immediate postwar period. The

The Case of Louis Lepke 


Fate of Killer Hangs on Strange Legal Battle Between State, Government

revived speculation regarding the 
legal conflict over his custody be- 
tween United States Attorney Gen-

This strange dispute has led to 
certain open implications that the

N the course of the Amen pros- 
| ecuations, evidence came to the 

surface disclosing the almost 
unbelievable activities of “Murder, 
Inc.,” a group headed by Kid 
Reles, specializing in bumping off 
anyone you don’t like at your 
price. Enough testimony to con- 
vict Lepke of murder was un- 
earthed during this inquiry and 
again Lepke was turned over to 
the State for trial, this time for 
the killing of little Jacob Rosen, 
proprietor of a garment trucking 
business, who had threatened to 
seek protection of the law when 
he was unable to meet Judge 
Louie's assessments. The verdict 
was death by electrocution and 
Lepke was returned to Federal 
custody to await outcome of pro- 
ceedings for new trial, Supreme 
Court trial and other legal ma- 
neuvering. When those failed, he 
filed application for clemency 
with the Governor, 

Now, for thé fourth time, Gov, 
Dewey’s formal request for cus- 
tody of the criminal has been re- 
fused by the Attorney General. 
Each time, the Governor has post- 
poned the executions of Lepke and 
two fellow - convicted defendants, 
Emmanuel Weiss and Louis Ca- 
pone, until all condemned men are 
on an equal footing before him at 
a clemency hearing provided by 
statute. Attorney General Biddle 
has offered to produce the pris- 
oner at the hearing but has ex- 
pressly stipuated that a conclu- 
sion must be reached before he 
will recommend that President 
Roosevelt pardon Lepke to place 
him within reach of the New York 
executioner. And that conclusion 
must’ be the positive declaration 
that Louis (Lepke) Buchalter will 
fry. 

As far as the conduct of the De- 
partment of Justice is concerned, 
the ultimate decision in the mat- 
ter rests only with Attorney Gen- 
eral Francis Biddle and President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Until the 
matter eventually is threshed out 
the general public is just going to 
place confidence, perforce, in them 
or in Sokolsky, Pegler, Patterson, 
Hearst or Dewey, with Col. Mc- 
Cormick probably having a word 
or two to say in the matter, Gov. 
Dewey's position has been made 
clear in the letter to Biddle writ- 
ten by his Attorney General, Na- 
than Goldstein, made public last 
month: 

“ ... You now ask a promise 
by Gov. Dewey to you that Buch- 
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alter will be executed, if he is 
turned over to the State; As a law- 
year you know the Governor can- 
not commit himself in advance of 
a hearing on the exercise of the 
highest power vested in an execu- 
tive, that of life or death. One 
thing that the Governor may not 
do and will not do is to grant an 
assurance to interested parties 
that if Buchalter is surrendered to 
the authorities of this State he 
will with certainty meet death. 
The Governor may not bind his 
conscience or limit the exercise 
of his duty. On the other hand, 
the State of New York is not in- 
terested: in protecting Buchalter 
or any of the persons with whom 
he has had dealings. If this appli- 
cation (for clemency) should be 
granted the prisoner will be re 
turned to serve his Federal sen- 
tence.” : 


Replying to each such commu- 
nication, Attorney General Bid- 
die has repeated first his surprise 
that such opinions on the matter 
should appear in newspapers be- 
fore they reach his office, then 
reiterated his uncompromising de- 
cision that when Gov, Dewey is 
ready to have Buchalter electro- 
cuted, the United States Attorney 
General would take up the matter 
with the President. He appears 
determined that Lepke will either 
die in the electric chair at Sing 
Sing or finish the remaining 10 
years of his sentence in Federal 
Penitentiary at which time he au- 
tomatically will be turned over to 
the State to fulfill a sentence of 
30 years to life for extortion. 


Cross-Ruff 
Lost a Hand 
For South

HEN a player manages to go 
W sown two tricks on a hand 

that is absolutely cold for 
an over-trick, it is high time for 
him to brush up ae little on his 
technique. Observe South's inept, 
but (alas) all too typical, han- 
dling of the following case, 


4AKQ3 
#107 
6543 
9 

The bidding: 
North East South West 
Pass Pass 1 spade Pass 
Sspades Pass 4 spades (final bid) 

West opened his fourth highest 
club, Declarer won with the nine 
and, after the most cursory inspec- 
tion of the dummy, led a diamond 
to the ace and returned the dia- 
mond 10. His “reason” for this 
sequence of plays was transpar- 
ent: he had four miserable dia- 
mondsg in his own hand, three of 
them losers, and would have to. 
ruff a couple in dummy. Unfor- 
tunately for his side, matters did 
not proceed exactly as planned, 
West won the second diamond 
lead and continued clubs. East 
ruffed and returned a diamond. 
West ruffed with the 10 and led 
another club. East ruffed and led 
another diamond. Declarer help- 
lessly followed suit while West 
ruffed with the jack. Result: 
down 200, 

This was quite a contrast with 
what should have been the out- 
come, It was downright criminal 
for South to permit an adverse 
cross-ruff. What conceivable point 
could there be in ruffing diamonds 
immediately? Or, to put it more 
directly, what could possibly be 
wrong with drawing two rounds 
of trumps? Even if trumps were 
to break four-one, declarer had in 
clear sight four club tricks, three 
high trumps, the two red aces— 
and nothing could stop him from 
ruffing at least one diamond in 
dummy. Thus, the 10 tricks 
needed for contract were safe 
against any vicissitudes of chance, 
but they were not safe against the 
declarer’s own fumbling.
